Division of Finance Director Kim Garnero related this to me: 

Second toDic - Michelle Sydeman of Senator Wielechowski's offlce told me yesterday that Govemor Palin 
recognlzed her as his staffer, pulled her aside, and told Michelle that she (the Govemor) belleves this 
transparency into govemment (SB 201) should be passed as law. 

As an FYI I had advised Senator Wielechowski that I believed his bill to be redundant 
to the effo'rt already underway. We are sorting through the confidentiality issues still 
with the Online Checkbook, and legislation at this point might be premature unta we 
sort all of that out. In addition, as new types of information become available m the 
future, the State wOl have to amend the law to include (or not) those types of 
information. 

I iust think it wUl be hard for the State to walk away from providing information 
publicry once the public gets used to using it. But, if the Governor's position is that 
she supports the legislation, I will work with Senator Wielechowski's office to try to 
make it a bOl that won*t constrain our abOities in the near future. 

Kim also said South Dakota is wrestling with the issue and she has been contacted 
to explain our low-tech, low-cost approach. More and more people are becoming 
aware of the Online Checkbook, and Kim is contacted sporadicalry by Alaska 
reporters trying to figure out how to sort. I can imagine that means that there wffl be 
a story or two iri the future, as we all thought would happen.
